Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
to give LaGuardia 
the 
nation's 


highest civil decoration, the Medal 
for merit. 


Mr. Truman also dispatched a 


personal message declaring that 
LaGuardia s efforts had earned 
"the gratitude of millions in the 
world who were threatened with 
starvation." 


La G u a r d i a ' s resignation be- 


comes effective Dec. 'U. 
Rooks, 


former deputy chief of staff un-

Presidency in 1948 


All of Them Were FDR 


Winners During 1944 


Campaigning 


Washington, 
Dec. 14—(AP)— 


If the Republicans win the presi- 
dency in 194S the main reason 
probaly will be vote switches in 
13 states. 


All of these states—strung out 


from coast to coast—were in the 
Roosevelt column in 1944. 


In seven ox them the Demo- 


crats held a majority of the U. S. 
representatives before last Nov. 
5. In two others, half of the dele- 
gations belonged to each party. 


Now the Republicans have a 


majority in all rune delegations. 


These nine 
states—California, 


Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, Mis- 
souri, Nevada, New York, Wash- 
ington and West Virginia—have 
121 of the 266 electoral votes re- 
quired for a presidential victory. 


In the rest of the 13 mentioned 


—Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota 


and Pennsylvania—the Republic- 
ans increased their before-election 
margins in the house. 
These 


states have 93 electoral votes. 


Of course, the popular vote for 


representative in this election does 
not necessarily mean similar ma- 
jorities in presidential 1948. 
But 


the Democratic 
off-setting vic- 


tories in the 13 states this year 
were negligible. 


For 
example, the 
Democrats 


won only the Nevada governor- 
ship and the West Virginia sena- 
torship. The Republicans not only 
•won or increased control of the 
house delegation m the 13 states, 
but captured either the senatorial 
or gubernatorial election or both 
in 10 of them. They also picked 
up a Democratic senate seat in 
Nevada to balance a Democratic 
governor victory there. 


The GOP also increased house 


majorities in Ohio and Wisconsin 
—with 37 more electoral votes— 
but these states went for Dewey 
in 1944. 


Of the net gain of 54 in house 


seats by the Republicans, 23 wera 
won in the east, 17 in the mid- 
west, 12 in the far west, and two 
in the border state of Kentucky, 
which has gone Republican only 
three times in a presidential year 
since 1884.

Gain Everywhere 


In the eastern states, the GOP 


picked up four house memberships 
in Connecticut, one each in Dela- 
ware and Maryland, six in New 
York, nine in Pennsylvania and 
three in West Virginia, while los- 
ing one in Massachusetts.

The news that S6 of the Nazis' 


best wartime scientists are now 
working for our War Department 
must have struck many Americans 
as a rather cold-blooded arrange- 
ment. 
Some of the men who fi- 


nanced, oi-ganized and operated 
the industry which built the weap- 
ons devised by these scientists 
have been tried and sentenced by 
Allied military courts. But the in- 
ventors themselves are living- in 
comfort and comparative freedom, 
and working for something more 
than nominal wages. 


We have the War Department's 


assurance that these men were 
"exhaustively screened" before be- 
ing- permitted to come to this coun- 
try. 
That statement carries the 


inference that there is not a Nazi 
sympathizer among these 86 top- 
notch researchers of the Nazi war 
machine, which is a little hard to 
believe. But we might as well face 
the realistic fact that there was 
little to do with these men except 
execute them, jail them, or use 
them. 


They are. in fact, part of the 


spoils 
of war—about the 
only 


spoDs this government 
has re- 


ceived. 


In the first place, it is highly 


desirable to have them out of 
Germany. They might all plead 
that their attitude was one of 
scientific detachment, and that 
their efforts to secure a victory 
for Nazi fanaticism did not mean 
that they too were fanatics. But 
certainly it would have been un- 
safe to leave them at large in 
Germany, even an exhausted, im- 
poverished Germany, so long as 
cells of nazism remain. 


Secondly, their presence here 


is worth infinitely more than any 
amount of money or machines that 
we might secure from Germany. 
The War Department has estimat- 
ed that their efforts will save this 
country from two to 10 years and 
at least 5750,000.000 in rocket re- 
search alone. 


That 
statement 
is 
further, 


though not particularly startling, 
proof of how far the United States 
lagged behind Germany in the 
field of military science, except for 
the atomic bomb. 


At any rate, we have with us 


today the men who developed the 
V-2 rocket and the ME-163 jet 
fighter, as well as specialists in 
such things as pulse jet and ram 
jet engines, radar, and supersonic 
aerodynamics. 
Until the United 


Nations develops an 
acceptable 


and workable disarmament pro- 
gram, they will probably continue 
developing their particular special- 
ties for the Army which they so 
recently opposed. 


"What will become of them after 


disarmament? 
Some will go to 


universities and private industries 
here, the War Department says. 
Others may return to Germany. 


But whatever their destination, 


let us hope that their undeniable 
gifts will be used to advance the 
world's well-being and thus atone

This, these reports say flatly, is 


the current Russian game. It is 
an astonishing story, pieced and 
checked from a dozen different 
sources, a study in abnormal ir- 
regularities—but not much differ- 
ent than what you would expect 
of an unprincipled atheist revo- 
lution which follows one theory In 
one country, the opposite in an 
adjoining country and changes or 
reverses both at will, being stead-

Now baseball writers normally

The 
complete story never has been told 
because as long as the district at- 
torney's office kept the case open.

Durocher's initimate friend. Raft, 


remained inaccessible to the inves- 
tigators. 
As far as they knew, 


and they kept a watch, he stayed 
out of New York. However, enough 
was told to identify Raft with 
some of the most notorious under- 
world characters 
of Broadway. 


Hollywood and the Miamis, and 
Durocher with Raft and Siegal. 


Yet. the strongest reaction to 


this first comprehensive presenta- 
tion of the facts was a flippant 
and friendly justification of Raft's 
great luck in thiowing tens and 
fours the hard way i", times in 
the crap game and an attempt to 
justify Durocher's association with 
Raft as an accidental thing, like 
the time that Tom Dewey was pho- 
tographed with a couple of men 
who. long afterward, turned out to 
be communists.

Bramham, the retiring commis- 
sioner of the minor leagues of pro- 
fessional baseball, announced that 
he had discovered "moral laxity 
among certain 
officials, players 


and fans." instances of intimida- 
tion of players by thusrs with an 
interest in gambling, and collusion 
between players and bookmakers. 
These WPTP matters that baseball 
reporters themselves should have 
found out and exposed, and. in 
view of familiar symptoms and as- 
sociations in New York, there is 
no excuse for a complacent as- 
sumption that such thinefs can't 
happen in the major leagues as 
we'll 


Judc;o Bramham'p reward, how- 


ever, was a political rpspon.se in 
which he was ridiculed and re- 
buked for waiting until he was 
about to retire to disclose condi- 
tions which were not denied or 


even investigated by the sport 
sme. but were minimized and. in a 
word, dismissed. 


Now the professional 
football 


business is infested with men who 
come from the gambling and pro- 
motional side of horse-racing and 
e\en dog-racing, and the betting 
on the point-spread system on col- 
lege football, a new craze, has 
spread to hundreds of campuses. 
The biggest operator in profession- 
al gambling in the world told me 
last week that the gross handle 
for the 
college 
football season 


which just closed was easily $1.- 
500 000,000. One spectacular gam- 
bler in a small mid-western city 
called many college coaches every 
Friday night during the season, 
probably to exchange social greet- 
ings, but possibly to get informa- 
tion. 


The movies and radio now are 


hand-m-glove. 
Radio plugs 
the 


movies, and many Hollywood ac- 
tors and many of the night-club 
and underworld trash of the movie 
industry take turns on the air 
Raft has done both movies and ra- 
dio, and Durocher has become a 
radio performer. 
The response, 


generally, to the Raft-Durocher 
matter, in the privileged newspa- 
per features which consist mostly 
of gratuitous publicity, was a de- 
fense of Raft. 


It happens that the same juve- 


niles who read sports, if juveniles 
still do read sports, read at least 
as eagerly the radio and movie 
features and are getting a diet of 
"glamor" and scandal presented in 
a way that makes licentiousness 
seem attractive. 
Not since the 


Fatty Arbuckle case has any Hol- 
lywood reporter broken an initia- 
tive news story, although, in the 
meantime. Hollywood, and this in- 
cludes radio as well as movie en- 
tertainment has developed an un- 
derworld of its own as evil as any 
other that we have ever had. Peo- 
ple who are paid to be reporters 
and are rated as "experts" be- 
come or aspire to become "celebri- 
ties" themselves and succeed, at 
best, in their journalistic line, in 
becoming press-agents.
